Ho asked 
A/2 for topics of interest in the field of Ukrainian noli tics 
which he could introduce into the conversation in Geneva., and' 
also asked A/2 whether he would help to way for some of his 
travel expenses. A/2 was told by me that unless he is 
instructed otherwise after X have discussed the matter with 
individuals concerned he is not to become involved concerning 
the Geneva meeting, and that he is not to make any promises to 
PROCYK concerning financial assistance for his trip" to Geneva.

The Soviet said this would mean, in view PROCYK's plans to make meeting in 
Geneva, he could not great them at the airport. Sovs would like give him opportunity 
meet them and jaHsipssng change the Geneva meeting for two weeks earlier. PROCYK 
said he could not change plans because his employers would not change his vacation 
schedule, that he wili arrange for someone else to meet his parents when they 
arrive. Original plans for Geneva therefore still in effefit, PROCYK and wife 
travelling together on JXMJDfXXX 3 weeks vacation.
